THE GAMER'S REVIEW by Lou Car rata 

This is the first; of what I hope will be a permanent part of The Gamer's 'Zine. Each 
issue I will give some insight into new releases* do in-depth reviews* and provide hobby news 
and information. 

This month I will highlight three new releases by Quarterdeck Games. These games are 
so new that I cannot give an in-depth review, but I can provide more information than is . n 
the box cover. 

The first game is Y a ma to. . Yamato is a game of tactical fleet combat in the Pacific. It i*s 
printed in Japanese) with English translations. The box cover is a stunning view fro.M a 
battleship that must be truly seen to be appreciated. The game retails 1 for $50.00,'. but the 
graphics typical of Japanese productions make, it well worth it. It includes SOS counters and 
6 mounted 21 1/2" x 8" mapsheets, as well as logsheets'a'nd data 'cards for each ship class. 
Jack Graenei head of Quarterdeck^ reports playing a scenario (fictional) involving the Nagato 
and Yamato versus the New Jersey and Alabama. It lasted about art hour and a half with the 
only survivor being the Yamato with one hull box left out of seventy! A very bloody and 
playable game which should not sit on the shelf. Complexity is somewhat less that Iron 
Bottom Sound, another Quarterdeck game with which many are familiar. 

Malaya and Burma (*60.00 Ouch!) is another new Japanese import once again with top 
notch graphics. The price does, not seem so. formidable once you find out that there are three 
separate games inside: March on Burma* Race to Singapore and Fall of Singapore) each having 
their own mounted maps, 2 for Burma, 1 each for the Singapore games. There are 600 counters 
representing such diverse elements as anti-aircraft, engineer's, anfi-tank and airborne. The 
grourt'd combat systems allocs up to 3 attacks per phase. There is definitely a lot of game 
here! 

Last but not least is Leopard II ($60.00), which is^ modern 'tactical tank combat, There 
are data cards for each type of tank or weapon, and the" rules cover different ammo types, 
turret rotation, penetration power, anti-tank devices and crew ability. The cover art is 1ik<? 
those of MRC-Tamiya tank model boxes, simply great. 

Hera is a list of a yfaw just- released items that I will attempt to cover in following 
issues:' Terrible Swift Sword .and Barbarossa from TSR/SPl; ! Federation and Emp-.re, the long 
awaited campaign , game-, fot; jBtar.. Fleet. Battles and Delta 'Force, a^commando Role— Playing 
game, both from Task Force, GMRPS .(Generic Universal Role-Playing System) and Duel Track 
(Car Wars), both from Stev Jaqkson. '
